The Armies in Silefia continue in the fame Situation 
as by our latt. 


Extra of a Letter from the Hague, O&. 4. 
‘ At length we have Letters from Petersburgh, which 
* give us an exact Account of the late Aétion in Fin- 
‘ land, with fuch Circumitances as puts the Viétory of 
‘ the Ruffians out of doubt’ A Letter from thence, 
‘ dated the a2th inflant runs thus: ‘*‘ When Ge- 
‘« neral Lacy fet out to take upon him the Com- 
mand of the Army on the Frontiers, he was left 
pretty much to his own Difcretion ; which, confi- 
dering the Coolnefs of his Temper and his great 
Experience, was certainly a well-judg’d Meature. 
He had previoufly direéted a confiderable Body of 
Troops to be aflembled in the Neighbourhood of 
Wyburgh, and accordingly on his Arrival he found 
about 12000 Men there. The Swedifh General 
Wrangel, with a Body of 10000 Men, lay intrench’d 
in Lapwafiflrand, at the Diltance of about nine 
Dutch Miles from the Ruffian Quarters. ‘The Veldt- 
Marfhial Lacy refolved t6~attack him, which accor- 
dingly he did on the 3d of September, at the Head 
of 8000 Men, the Ground not permitting more to 
aét. The Swedes, who had all the Advantages of 
Situation, behaved very intrepidly ; and after an ob- 
ftinate Difpute of between feven and eight Hours, 
wherein they loft at lealt 3000 Men, were totally 
routed. The Fort was taken by Storm, and the 
Governor with all bis Officers, and about 1700 
Private Men, were made Prifoners of War. ‘lwo 
of the Enemy’s Squadrons endeavour’d to retire after 
their Army was entirely broke, but our Cavalry pur- 
fued them, put the greateft Past of them w the 
Sword, and made the reft Prifoners of War. In 
this Aétion we had 526 kill’d, and near 2000 
wounded. General Wrangel, with the principal 
Officers taken with him, the Artillery, chisceen Co- 
lours, and four Standards, are daily expefted at Pe- 
tersburgh. As for the Veldt-Marfhal Lacy, he was 
when the Letters came away, in full March for Fre- 
derickfham, to which Place the Swedith General 
Bodenbroek was retir’d, with the Forces under his 
’ Command. ‘This Victory is afcrib’d enurely to the 
«* Military Skill of the Veldt-Marfhal, and to his ma- 
king ufe of a wrong Motion on the bide of the 
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** Swedes, which gave him an Opportunity of break- 
** ing their Horfe, and thereby fi: king their Infantry, 
** who after all made a defperace De‘ence. 
‘ The foregoing Letter comes dir &ly from Peterf- 
‘ burgh : ‘There are others of about ten Days later 
* Date from Lubeck, whieh fpeak of a fecond Adion 
‘on the 1oth of September, wih Circumftances fo 
* imcongruous, that it is needlefs to repeat them. The 
‘ fame Letters fay, thatthe Garifon of Wilmanftrand 
* were put to the Sword, which is alfo very improbable : 
* Bat it is owned that the Whole of this is Ship News 
‘ from Wyburgh ; and very likely the Perfon who 
* brought it was no great Friend to the Ruffians, who 
* have certainly obtained a grea: Advantage, which may 
‘ very poffibly be attended with {till more advantageous 
* Coniequences. 

* By Letters from Frenkfort of Sept. 28. we are in- 
‘ form'd that the Marfhal de Belle-Ifle was greatly in- 
‘ difpos’d, which it was apprehended would delay for 
‘ fome Days the intended Siege of Vienna. The Ele- 
* Gor of Bavaria having left the chief Command of the 
* Army to him on his Departure for Auftria, the Mar- 
‘ fhal, notwithftanding his Illnefs, has given all the 
‘ neceflary Direétions for the March of the Army, and 
* propoles to follow it himfelf, in cafe he is able, in 
‘ two Day's time. From Dufleldorp we learn, that on 
‘ Sept. 26. there was an Interview between the Elector 
‘ of Cologne and the Marfhal Maillebois, when the 
‘ former prefented the latter with a Ring worth ten 
* thoufand Rixdollars, and two very fine Horfee. ‘I his 
‘ Marfhal commands in Chief all the Forces in his 
* Eleétoral Highnefs’s Dominions, and is faid to be on 
‘ the Point of executing fome very important Schemie. 
‘ The fame Letters affure us, that the E'e€tor of Bava- 
‘ ria will afhft in Perfon at the Ele&tion of an Empesor, 
‘ which will be about the latter End of November ; 
* tho’ there want not fome who beli¢Ve that it will be 
‘ again put off. 

* Letters from Paris, dated Sept. 29. inform us, that 
‘ the Cardinal's repeated Infinuations, that perhaps the 
‘ Difpaves in Germany might fill be adjuited without 
‘a War, ferves to amule the People, and has even 
‘ occafioned the Aétions to rife to 1950: Which thews 
‘ that War is not fo much the general Cry in that King- 
‘ dom as fome pretend. It is given out at Court, that 
‘ his moft Chriftian Majeity bas prevail’d on the Ca- 
‘ tholick King to lay afade all Thoughts of an Italian 
« Expedition for this Year, for which certain Politicians 
‘ afign very odd Reafons; whereas nothing can be 
‘ plainer, than that fuch am Expedition could not be 
* undertaken without the King of Sardinia’s Confent ; 
« who is, it feems,very unwilling to fee Italy in a Flame, 
‘ at the fame time that Germany is all on fire. 

‘ They write from Hanover, Sept. 29. that his Bri- 
‘ tannick Majefty is dilpofing every Thing in fuch a 
‘¢ Manner as may beft contribute to fecure his own Do- 
‘ minions, and to give Life to the Common Caule; the 
‘ Heffian Troops were arrived, and the Danifh daily 
‘ expected at Hamelen ; the Militia are conftantly ex- 
* ercifed, and feveral new Regiments will be quickly 
« raifed in the Eleétorate. It is reported, that the molt 
‘ Chriflian King either has or will fpeedily demand the 
‘ Reafon of theie extraordinary Preparations, and there 
‘ js no doubt a proper Aniwer will be given, when his 
‘ Britannick Majefty has a fatisfagtory Account of the 
‘ marching fuch vat Bodies of french Troops into the 
« Empire at this Junéture. IJt is not exattly known
